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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 57-60, 62 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art does not teach that, modulating power to a plurality of loads based on 
pulse width of said phase-shifted burst mode signals; regulating power to a said plurality 
of loads using respective said phase shifted burst mode signals in combination with all 
limitations recited in independent claim 57. 

The remaining dependent claims 58-60 and 62 are allowable for at least above 
reason.
